The reference numbers in the specification should correspond to the part 
shown in the drawings. For example, the detailed description mentions a flat shovel, that feature 
is shown in the drawing and whenever it is mentioned it should be followed by the corresponding 
reference number, 2, according to the drawing.

The specification is also replete with grammatical errors, including improper use of 
colons and lengthy sentences, which change direction in the middle. It is suggested that the 
applicant carefully review the language of the specification to ensure it is proper. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 U.S.C. 
112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly and 
positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to 
present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one sentence form only. Note the 
format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

The applicant's claim 1 does not include any mention of the structure of the gravel 
changer. There should not be any mention of consumer success in the claims. The claims are 
reserved for indicating the structure, features, and parts of the device, for specifying what the 
applicant regards as his invention. 

For the purposes of examination the examiner has assumed that the structure of the gravel 
changer is defined by what the applicant has mentioned in the detailed description of the 
specification. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Kahn. 

Kahn teaches a device with a flat shovel, 11, connected to a round housing, 14 and 16, 
with drain holes, 21, at the end. The device includes a handle 15, at the very top. 

The recitation that the device is a gravel changer is determined to be an intended use 
recitation, and it has been held that a recitation with respect to the manner in which a claimed 
apparatus is intended to be employed does not differentiate the claimed apparatus from a prior art 
apparatus satisfying the claimed structural limitations. Ex parte Masham, 2 USPQ2d 1647 
(1987). Therefore, since Kahn teaches a scooping and draining device with the claimed 
structural limitations, the fact that the claimed invention is for gravel draining and changing does 
not differentiate over the prior art. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. The following cited art are other examples of sifting and draining devices, but are 
included more for the applicant to use as examples of properly prepared patents and will be 
useful when making the required corrections to the application.
